Lynch  en- 
arged  tbe  entrance  and  stirred  Bruin  up, 
bnt  all  attempts  to  inflict  a  mortal  wound 
with  bis  axe  wore  futile.  He  thought  his 
chances  wcnld  be  better  if  he  could  get 
tbe  bear  ont 

Taking  his  "tow  ebaiu,"  ouo  end  of 
which  was  fa-rt  to  his  bunk,  bo  slipped  the 
donble  of  the  chain  back  through  a  ring 
tbe  other  end  nnd  mode  a  noose,  whirh 
he  dropped  over  Bruin's  bead.

The  nctual  affection  existing  between 
the  men  confined  in  the  Mass.  Stato 
prison  is  strong  nud  sincere.  Within  a 
week  there  went  out  from  the  institution 
a  man  whose  physical  condition  pre- 
cludes a  loeg  life.  He  tins  been  upon 
tho  sick  lint  for  a  long  period,  n  victim 
to  cousiimplion'8  insidious  course. 
This  mau  vvrn>  out  iuto  tbe  world 
without  money  and  without  fricuds. 
Lost  Saturday,  while  the  meu  were 
having  their  regular  recreation  hour  in 
tho  prison  yard,  the  sad  condition  ol 
t!ic  discharged  convict  became  kuown. 
It  took  hut  a  minute  to  start  a  subscrii  - 
lion  paper,  und  the  men  cavo  as  they 
were  able  irora  Iheir  savings  from 
overlimo  work.  Subscriptions  by  way 
of  orders  on  tbe  warden  to  take  Iroin 
their  deposits  poured  in  Ironi  n  diruo  lo 
£'i,  aud  iu  a  short  time  a  purse  of  $1.10 
wiih  roiidt'  up.  which  was  lorwarded  io 
tbe  beneficiary.  In  the  wiutcr  l here 
went  out  Irom  the  prison  Willinm  Mo- 
rau,  who  proceeded  to  Lawrence,  aud 
fouud  na  trouble  iu  sceuring  a  position 
to  run  an  ongiue.  Wilhin  a  week  be 
was  killed  hy  the  explosion  ol  the  boiler. 
Tbe  news  waa  received  at  ihe  prisou. 
aud  the  first  time  the  meu  got  together 
(u  the  yard  niter  the  receipt  of  the  sad 
inlelligcuce  the  one  topic  ol  conversa- 
tion was  the  death  of  pour  ''Hilly" 
Moran.  Inquiries  wero  anxiously 
mitdo  as  to  the  condition  of  the  widow 
and  fatherless  child.  When  it 
known  that  they  were  in  desliiuli 
cunntauces.  ibe  sympathetic  natures  nl 
the  conviois  were  doeply  stirred,  and
